Red Hook fights choppers diverted from Heights 


Not in my big sky! 

Red Hook residents are furious 
at increased helicopter traffic over 
the long-put-upon neighborhood 
— a result of the choppers being 
diverted from tonier Brooklyn 
Heights and DUMBO. 

“They look at our neighbor- 
hood and say, ‘What can we do 
here next?’ ” said Sue Peebles, a 
Beard Street resident. 

The noisy situation is collat- 
eral damage from the 2009 clo- 
sure of a heliport on Manhat- 
tan’s West Side. That shutdown 
forced more air traffic to a Lower 
Manhattan location, filling the 
skies over Brooklyn Heights and 
DUMBO with choppers. 

After critics in those neighbor- 
hoods demand an amended flight 


S plan, the city’s Economic Devel- 
opment Corporation, which over- 
sees helicopter traffic, negotiated 
a deal with sightseeing companies 
last April to reduce about 30 per-

But the city is now allowing 
choppers to fly along the coast of 
Red Hook so they can avoid flying 
over Governors Island — which is 
uninhabited but has a school and

The art of the steal 


Thief swipes drawing off Greenpoint gallery wall

This piece of artwork was beatiful 
enough to steal — and someone did. 

A thief swiped a Ridley Howard 
drawing right off the wall of Green- 
point’s Allan Nederpelt gallery on Jan. 
14 just as an opening night party was 
winding down, gallery Director Mar- 
tin Nederpelt said this week. 


Nederpelt said he had noticed that a 
36-year-old manhadbeen admiring the 
drawing a little too closely at around 
8:55 pm, just as the Freeman Avenue 
gallery was about to close. 

Suddenly, the man ripped the $ 1 ,200 
drawing off the wall and bolted. Other art 
lovers gave chase and cornered the sus- 
pect near a taco truck at Franklin Street. 
Howard personally recovered the draw- 
ing and returned it to the gallery. 


It was a scene that resembled HBO’s 
“The Wire,” artist Chuck Webster told 
Art and Auction. 

“A bunch of people ran out of the 
gallery, and there was shouting and 
a real sense of urgency,” said Web- 
ster. “They surrounded the car. [The 
suspect] got out of the car after a few 
minutes and was immediately grabbed 
and pushed up against the fence. Itwas 
quite surreal.” 


Police officers arrived and collared 
the man, whom they identified as Jade 
Uribe. One cop called it a “petty lar- 
ceny gone wrong.” 

The two felonies charges could put 
art-loving Uribe in a rather dour prison 
for four years, according to the District 
Attorney’s office. That said, Nederpelt 
said he would not press charges since he 
got the drawing back that night. 

“I’m over it,” said Nederpelt. “The 
drawing is back up, there was no dam- 
age. These things happen. We’re liv- 
ing in New York City.”

Two former top city offi- 
cials — including an ex-frans-

Accidents have plummeted 
dramatically since the installa- 
tion of the controversial Pros- 
pect Park We st bike lane in the 
spring, new city data reveals. 

The statistics, part of a study 
released by the Department of 
Transportation last week, com- 
pares post-lane data to police 
accident data for the average of 
three prior years (2007-2009) 
between July 1 and Dec. 31. 
It found: 

• Crashes are down from an 
average of 30 in six months to 
25, or 16 percent. 

•Crashes that cause inju- 
ries are down from 5.3 in six 
months to two, a whopping 
63 -percent drop. 

• Before the project, a crash 
was twice as likely to include 

• Injuries to all street users 
dropped 21 percent. 

The data also found that since 
the lane was installed last June, 
there have been no reported pe- 
destrian injuries and no pedes- 
trian or cyclist injuries from pe- 
destrian-bike crashes. 

The agency cheeredits latest 
findings, which could be the 
final push needed to make the 
pilot program permanent. 

“Projects don’t get much 
better than this — speeding is 
down, crashes are down, inju- 
ries are down and bike ridership 
has doubled on weekdays and 
increased even more on week- 
ends,” said agency spokesman 
Seth Solomonow. “The project

City plants trees at the bottom of sledding spot 


Now, it’s really “Dead 
Man’s Hill”! 

The city has planted trees 
at the bottom of apopular Bay 
Ridge sledding, turning the 
slope from a place for a fun 
day in the snow into an acci- 
dent waiting to happen. 

The trees were planted on 
the so-called Dead Man’s Hill 
in Owl’s Head Park, at Co- 
lonial Road and Wakeman 
Place, said Greg Ahl, a mem- 
ber of Community Board 10, 
who found out about them 
when he took his nieces to 
the park for sledding.

But not everyone agrees 
with Ahl. 

“We are in desperate 
need of trees,” said Berna- 
dette Hoban, the president of 
the Friends and Neighbors 
of Owl’s Head Park. “My 
plan is to have more trees, 

Hoban added that her 
group asked for the trees 
to replace older trees that 
are dying, and to discour- 
age adults who play soccer 
on the lawn. 

The city seems to be on 
board with her plan, as seven 
new trees near the bottom of 
the hill are part of a group of 
40 planted in the park as part 
of the city’s Million Trees ini- 
tiative, said the Parks Depart- 
ment’s Brooklyn Commis- 
sioner Kevin Jeffrey. 

Jeffrey added that the 


sledders. 

“These trees were specif- 
ically clustered with other 
trees and a corridor was left 
open to accommodate sled- 
ding,” Jeffrey said. “In ad- 
dition, the opposite side of 
the hill is open for visitors 
to enjoy sledding.” 

Both Hoban and Ahl agree 
that there ’s an easy fix — sta- 
tioning a row of hay bales in 
front of the trees to protect 
sledders as they hurtle down- 
ward. A couple of bales were 
deployed on the day that Ahl 
was there with his nieces, but 
not enough to protect sledders, 
he said. And this weekend, the 
bales were gone. 

Parks officials clearly 
know the value of the oasis’s 
steep hill, and even promote 
sledding there on the agency’s 
website: “Do you like long 
walks by the water? Sledding 
in the winter? We have the 
perfect match for you! No, 
this isn’t a personal ad; it’s 
Owl’s Head Park.”

A lot of problems 

City rejects paved-over Carroll Gardens garden

The city has mowed down a 
plan by a Carroll Gardens man 
who paved his front yard to turn 
into an outdoor seating space for 
his new cafe — the latest effort to 
protect the expansive gardens that 
give the neighborhood its name and 
much of its character. 

The Buildings Department did 
approve Vincenzo Cumbo’s plan 
for a restaurant at the corner of 
Carroll Gardens activist Bud- Court Street and First Place, but the 


and Court Street that paved Place side of the building, 
over his "garden" for a cafe. Decades-old zoning law pre- 


serves the gardens along First, 
Second, Third, and Fourth places 
to be used “for courtyards only.” 
The gardens are actually consid- 
ered part of the street and not the 
homeowner’s lot, giving the city 
oversight about what is permissi- 
ble there. 

“We put him on notice that he 
needs to bring the garden into com- 
pliance with the area’s regulation, 
and ifhe does not, we will revoke the 
site’s permits,” said agency spokes- 
woman Ryan Fitzgibbon. 

Cumbo did not respond to a re- 
quest for comment. His architect, 
Felix Tambasco, said he would still 
try to win approval for the out- 


door seating. 

“As it is now, [paved] as an open 
space, it is compliant,” he claimed. 
“Whether it can be used as an out- 
door eating area, that remains to 
be seen. He’s trying to do the right 

It is unclear why the city cracked 
down on Cumbo. The deli across 
the street from Cumbo’s site uses 
its First Place space as a parking 
lot. And a nearby Dunkin Do- 
nuts uses its “garden” as a seat- 
ing area — though it is covered 
with foliage. 

The city said its enforcement 
of front yard garden law is com- 
plaint-driven. 


Indeed, overthe summer, inspec- 
tors ticketed three homeowners fol- 
lowing a stunning report in this 
newspaper that many residents of 
Fourth Place between Smith and 
Court streets had turned their front 
yards into parking lots. 

Garden guardians were relieved 
following the city’s intervention. 

“I’m generally opposed to the 
notion that people are using public 
space forprivate commercial use,” 
said John Hathaway, co-chair of the 
Land Use Committee of the Carroll 
Gardens Neighborhood Associa- 
tion. “That’s just not right.” 

But some seem willing to com- 
promise. 

“If he wants to use it in a way 
that’s not ugly, then I don’t have a 
problem with it,” said longtime area 
activist Salvatore “Buddy” Scotto. 
“We should be reasonable with it 
and understand it. After all, the 
most important thing in our neigh- 
borhood is our people.”

members of the city’s old 
guard — former Sanitation

Steisel said that current 
Transportation Commis- 
sioner Janette Sadik-Khan 
is so driven by her passion 
for bicycles that she may be 
“pushing facts so hard that 
they don’t paint a proper pic- 
ture of the truth.” 

Steisel’s statement echoed 
private comments made by 
Weinshall at last Thursday’s 
presentation at the Old First 
Reformed Church in Park 



Slope, where the agency took 
something of a victory lap 
over its Prospect Park West 
“traffic calming” project, 
which cut the roadway down 
from three lanes to two to ac- 
commodate a two-way bike 
lane protected by a lane of 
parked cars. 

Weinshall’s seven-year 
leadership of the Department 
of Transportation from 2000 
to 2007 was characterized by 
efforts to improve car traf- 
fic flow rather than encour- 
age bicycling, which has been 
one of Sadik-Khan’s signa- 
ture initiatives. 

Weinshall didn’t return 
calls to The Brooklyn Pa- 
per by press time, but an- 
other member of the bor- 
ough’s old guard, Borough 
President Markowitz, has 
been outspoken on the topic, 
calling Sadik-Khan an “anti- 
car zealot,” who does not care 
about the needs of Brook- 
lyn drivers. 

Markowitz, a former res- 
ident of Prospect Park West, 
has also complained that the 
bike lane has cheapened “the 


look” of the elegant thor- 
oughfare. 

Markowitz added this 
week that he questions the 
city stats because “the De- 
partment of Transportation 
has to justify the Prospect 
Park West bike lane.” 

“I question the validity of 
any data coming from the 
very agency that installed 
the lane,” he said. 

And that agency is cer- 
tainly pleased with the re- 
sults of its work on Prospect 
Park West. 

According to the city re- 
port, fewer drivers are now 
treating Prospect Park West 
like a speedway. Before the 
lane was built, 75 percent 
of cars would exceed the 
speed limit; now only 20 
percent do. 

Researchers also found 
that fewer bicyclists are us- 
ing the sidewalk — which 
is dangerous to both riders 
and pedestrians — and that 
fewer cyclists are getting 
into accidents, even as the 
number of cyclists soars be- 
cause of the c 


the bike lane. 

Most Park Slopers ap- 
plauded the study findings 
when they were presented 
to lane-friendly Commu- 
nity Board 6 last Thursday, 
where transportation offi- 
cials were received more 
like heroes than a bunch of 
bureaucrats. 

When the department fin- 
ished its presentation, there 
was even applause from the 
crowd of about 100 — a re- 
action that’s about as rare as 
a clean-shaven hipster. 

“That bike lane saves my 
ass every single day,” said 
Marina Bekkerman, who 
said she needs it to get to 
work. “I’m glad the data 
supports it.” 

Speaker after speaker at 
the meeting heralded the 
agency for helming “a proj- 
ect that is obviously work- 
ing” — and for sticking it out 
even as the borough presi- 
dent and others demanded 
its dismantling. 

Councilman Brad Lander 
(D-Park Slope) was im- 
pressed by the numbers. 


He said the study “is en- 
couraging” and the fact that 
fewer sidewalk cyclists ex- 
ist “is very significant.” It 
matches the data taken from 
surveys his office has con- 
ducted, he said. 

Neighbors for Better Bike 
Lanes claims that its videos 
of the bike lane show that it is 
used far fewer cyclists. 

“You’ll have to excuse 
me, but what they said was 
bull — t,” said Lois Car- 
swell, a spokeswoman for 
the group. “I disagree with 
their logic.” 

She added that seniors feel 
less safe crossing the road- 

Ryan Russo, a direc- 
tor with the Department of 
Transportation, countered 
that American Traffic In- 
formation — the “indepen- 
dent” firm that conducted the 
study — is credible, and that 
the firm logged more bike 
riders because they were set 
up at several points along the 
route to avoid undercounting 
riders who only used a small 
portion of the lane.

Film school inside Yard

Coming soon to the Brooklyn Navy Yard: “The Grad- 
uate (Program).” 

Steiner Studios, the film and television production cen- 
ter where “Spider-Man,” Disney’s “The Sorcerer’s Appren- 
tice” and HBO’s “Bored to Death” were lensed, will in- 
clude a graduate-level “school of cinema” in its massive, 
state-subsidized $90-million expansion. 

The program, which will be run by Brooklyn College, 
will be “the first graduate-level film school of its kind” in 
the city. Mayor Bloomberg said in touting the program in 
his State of the City address this week. 

Studio head Douglas Steiner went further, saying the 
school would not only “contribute to the further diversifi- 
cation of the industry [and] contribute to a better product,” 
but also help aspiring auteurs get jobs in the industry. 

“Getting your foot in the door is really important in what 
is essentially a freelance business,” he told Variety. “You 
need to make connections, and we will facilitate those.” 

A seven-story building inside the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
at the comer of Washington and Flushing avenues will be 
at the heart of the expansion, which is set to be completed 
in time for the fall semester of 2013. 

The project calls to gut the building and replace its in- 
nards with soundstages, photo and post-production studios 
and the graduate school, which will take up two floors. 

Once completed, Steiner Studios will have a total of 16 
sound stages, up from 11 today. 

Private investors will pitch in $ 65 million, Steiner said. 
The studio will pay for the remainder with the help of gov- 
ernment programs and $420 million in state tax-credits. 
Once the school is constructed, the studio will rent the 
space to Brooklyn College. 

The school’s president, Karen Gould, said that the pro- 
gram is expected to hold 275 students enrolled in nine de- 
gree programs.

New bakery on Kent Ave.

One of the visionaries be- 
hind one of Manhattan’s best 
Italian restaurants now wants 
to change the way you think 
about bread forever. 

Alberto Avalle, who was 
one ofthe founders ofthe revo- 
lutionary IlBuco 16yearsago, 
will open abakery, restaurant, 
and specialty foods complex, 
Pan Y Rosas, on Kent Ave- 
nue in April. His new part- 
ner is Felipe Avalos. 

“Someone needs to make 
the best damn bread in N ew 
York and our goal is to be 
that person,” said Avalos. “I 
don’t think people have seen 
a bakery the way we’re do- 
ing our bakery.” 

The partners hired a mas- 
ter baker with experience at 
Bouley and Balthazar, two of 
the city’s most-popular res- 
taurants, and are shipping 
two wood-burning ovens 
from Italy this week. 

Ovens are one thing, but 
good bread starts with great 


grain. At Pan Y Rosas, bak- 
ers will grind their own flour 
from organic spelt, kamut and 
other whole grains from New 
England in a stone mill. 

The specialty shop will 
also feature cured sausage 
from heritage pork from Ver- 
mont, olive oil imported from 
Italy and pressed just for the 
store’s specialty shop, and a 
well-curated cheese display. 
Unlike a traditional front- 
age shop, you won’t see 20 
varieties of Pecorino Ro- 
mano, but one variety: the 
best Pecorino. 

“If I’m going to sell you 
Pecorino, I’m going to sell you 
the best Pecorino known to 
man made by two sisters, fifth 
generation, from the hills of 
Umbria, that’s totally biody- 
namic,” said Avalos. “They 
make the most fabulous 
Pecorino you’ll ever eat.” 

As lively as the bakery 
and specialty shop is, one 
should not overlook the 80- 
seat trattoria, which will fea- 
ture Mediterranean-style

City backs an

A new selective public school will 
open inside the John Jay HS building in 
Park Slope despite an outcry from stu- 
dents and teachers who say the decision 
encourages racial segregation. 

But as the city’s Panel for Education 
Policy unanimously voted on Wednes- 
day night to put the new Millennium 
Brooklyn HS inside the troubled Sev- 
enth Avenue building, the principal of 
the new school said she would “abso- 
lutely not support” a separate entrance 
for her elite students that would sepa- 
rate them from the mostly minority stu- 
dent body that passes through a metal 
detector to get to the building’s exist- 
ing three high schools. 

“I plan to recruit and maintain a di- 
verse population [so] I would absolutely 
not support [a separate entrance] ,” said 
Principal Lisa Gioe. 

Millennium Brooklyn, modeled on a 
successful elite public school in Man- 
hattan, will share space with three ex- 
isting small, largely minority schools, 
whose parents and teachers opposed 
the new high school, which will ben- 
efit from increased funding and start- 
up money not available to the exist- 
ing schools. 

“The city didn’t listen to a thing we 
said,” said Maria Braga, a teacher inside 
the John Jay HS building. “The hear- 
ing was just a rubber stamp.” 

Other foes waved signs reading “Sep- 
arate is not equal! ” and shouted, “Shame 
on you!” as Department of Education 
officials tried to speak. Officials had 
to pause frequently to ask for quiet and 
for people to sit down. 

Mostly, protesters said that the De- 
partment of Education did a poor job 
connecting with, and listening to, them 
during the entire debate over the Mil- 
lennium siting. (And it didn’t help that 
one member of the voting panel was

Fear about racism and segregation fu- 
eled a protest in front of the beleaguered 
Seventh Avenue campus last week — 
but the larger issue, namely unequal 
funding, remains a subtext. 

The new school will get about $35,000 
more per year than the three existing 
schools in the building. That money 
is slated for computers, desks, black- 
boards and other goodies for the first five 
years — cash that the current schools

man said last week that Millennium

start-up policy and that existing schools 
were not new when they moved onto 
the campus. 

But principals and teachers at the 
John Jay HS say their crumbling fa- 
cilities should have put them first on 
the list for city cash. 

“They should give us the funding 
we never got,” said Helena Ortiz, who 
teaches history at the John Jay cam- 
pus. “And they should make an effort 
to integrate.” 

The teachers have an ally in Council- 
man Brad Lander (D-Park Slope). 

“ [The department] should invest re- 
sources equally,” he said. “There are 
deep grievances about equality in our 
education system.” 

In Manhattan, Millennium students 
receive higher per-student expenditure 
rates than kids at John Jay HS. At the 
Secondary School of Law, students get 
$ 16,973 annually while Millennium stu- 
dents receive $18,103. 

For years, John Jay HS has been the 
epicenter of a strange neighborhood phe- 
nomenon: The school is an island of 
color in largely white Park Slope, where 
mostly minority students must commute 
from outside the neighborhood. 

That history — and the ensuing ten- 
sion — played a part in the protest in 
front of the building last week, when 
teachers and kids chanted, “Hey, ho! 
Racism has got to go ! ” 

Six percent of students at John Jay 
HS are white; 36 percent are black; 50 
percent are Hispanic and seven per- 
cent are Asian. By contrast, 35 percent 
of Millennium students in Manhattan 

The Department of Education says 
it expects the demographic of Millen- 
nium Brooklyn to be diverse and that all 
schools will “collaborate successfully.” 
More than half of the city ’s schools share 
buildings with other schools and “start- 
up” money goes to all new schools.

tions left: the Cyclone. 

Central Amusement, 
which also owns Luna Park 
across the street, has been 
picked by the city to run the 
aging roller-coaster this year. 
The company says it invest 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to renovate it. 

“We don’t know how 
much it’s going to cost,” 
company president Vale- 
rio Ferrari told NY1. “We 
know the ride requires some 
repair, but once we will do 
tests, we will figure it out.” 
The city says it will still con- 
sider other bids for a long- 
| term operator, but is giving 
< Central Amusement con- 
| trol so that the coaster can 
u open on time for the season 
on April 16. 

The city didnot respond to 
a request for comment about 
how much Central Amuse- 
ment will pay to run the Cy- 
clone. 

The Parks Department 
announced last year that it 
would replace Carol Albert, 
whose family has operated 
the iconic wooden coaster 
since 1976, with a new op- 
erator who would upgrade 
the 83-year-old coaster into 
a year-long attraction. 

Central Amusement 
proved its skills as a thrill ride 
operator last May by open- 
ing Luna Park, the first new 
amusement area to open in 
the hard-luck “People’s Play- 
ground” in almost 50 years. 
The company will also open 


a new amusement zone this 
April called Scream Zone, 
complete with a roller coaster 
modeled after the classic 
Steeplechase ride, accord- 
ing to park officials. 

But the Cyclone’s tempo- 
rary operator has also been 
a source of Coney contro- 
versy. The company is cur- 
rently locked in an eviction 
battle with longtime Board- 
walk businesses including 
Ruby’s Bar and Grill. Cen- 
tral Amusement’s workers 
even illegally bulldozed 
the Shoot the Freak conces- 
sion, one of the evicted es- 
tablishments, in December. 
And its Cyclone takeover has 
been rumored for months. 
The Coney Island History 
Project even moved its store- 
front from the base of the 
thrill ride to Deno’s Wonder 


Wheel because it was con- 
cerned that the new developer 
would not renew its lease. 

The museum’s Execu- 
tive Director Charles Den- 
son declined to comment 
on this latest development. 
But not all Coney Island 
preservationists fear Central 
Amusement’s conquest of the 
legendary thrill ride, which 
cannot be tom down because 
of its landmarked status. 

“They’re the right people 
to run it because they oper- 
ate Luna Park right across 
the street,” said Dick Zi- 
gun, who operates the Co- 
ney Island Sideshow out of 
the recently landmarked for- 
mer Childs restaurant on Surf 
Avenue. “And the fact that 
they plan on putting a couple 
of hundred of thousand into 
it makes me smile.”

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A cat fight! 

Couple facing jail for creating a 
fetid feline prison on Metropolitan

A Bronx couple is facing two years 
in jail for turning a Williamsburg loft 
and art studio into a fetid feline prison 
that housed close to 100 emaciated cats, 


several of whom actually fell through 
holes in the urine-soaked floor. 

Bronx residents Michael Fiore, 51, and 
his wife Hazel Fiore, 57, were indicted for 
the crime last week for stuffing the cats 
and kittens into a third-floor space on 


Metropolitan Avenue between Manhat- 
tan and Graham avenues that they used 
for their silk-screening business. 

Their couple’s alleged hoarding was 
discovered last July when five of the 
cats — two of which were blind — 
fell through the urine-soaked and rot- 
ting floorboards into the Camel Arts 
Space below. 

“I came in one morning and found a 
cat right here in the middle of the hall- 
way” artist Rob Deoude told New York 
1. “We didn’t think it was possible that 
it would be coming from upstairs, but I 
literally saw one fall through the ceiling. 
We started putting mattresses down be- 
cause we didn’t want cats falling on the 
bare wood floor 12 feet down.”

Workers from the American Society 
forthe Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
found a disgusting scene: a stifling, gar- 
bage- and feces-covered loft filled with 
cats suffering from malnutrition and a 
host of other ailments. 

Many of the cats were blind from 
. eye infections, while others were de- 
hydrated, emaciated and had respira- 
tory problems. 

Those were the lucky ones; several de- 
caying cat carcasses were found through- 
out the loft, officials said. 

Many in the artist cooperative were 
horrified over what they saw, though 
one man who knows the couple said that 
the Fiores were good people. 

“I’ve known them for over lOyears — 


they’re not monsters,” said Herb Brick- 
ner, who works next door. “They just 
wanted to take care of the neighborhood 
cats, but things got way out of hand be- 
cause the cats kepthaving kittens. This 
wasn’t done on purpose.” 

A law enforcement source said that 
Michael Fiore has admitted that he did 
not properly care for the cats. He was 
charged with aggravated cruelty to an- 
imals, while his wife was charged with 
a misdemeanor count of torturing and 
injuring of animals. 

Both were released on their own re- 
cognizance. Calls to their attorney were 
not retumed.tresses down because we 
didn’t want cats falling on the bare wood 
floor 12 feet down.”

9 Cops: We have 
Bishop Loughlin shooter

The heartsick gunman who left five peo- 
ple wounded in a crazed Jan. 14 shooting 
outside of Bishop Loughlin HS was cap- 
tured on Saturday, cops said. 

Keenen Upson, a 20-year-old resident 
of Walt Whitman Houses, is allegedly the 
man who opened fire on four teenage boys 
and a teenager girl leaving a basketball 
game at the Clermont Avenue school at 
9:58 pm — in what police described as a 
long simmering feud over a girl. 

Upson’s victims were on Greene Av- 
enue walking toward Vanderbilt Ave- 
nue when he approached the group and 
opened fire, aiming at their lower extrem- 
ities, police said. 


Three teens suffered gunshot wounds 
to their feet. One 19-year-old was hit in the 
thigh and buttocks while another 19-year- 
old suffered a graze wound to the arm. 

Police said that neither Upson nor 
his victims attended Bishop Loughlin 
or Christ the King HS in Queens — the 
schools whose cagers were squaring off 
that night. 

Sources said Upson knew his victims 
would be at the game and went to the 
school to confront them about his par- 
amour. It remained unclear, however, if 
the female victim involved in the shoot- 
ing was the woman who inadvertently 
sparked the bloodshed. 

Attempts to reach Upson’s attorney 
were unsuccessful.

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Finding his roots 

Graphic novelist explores his family history in ‘ Vietnamerica ?

ffjft man without history is a tree with- 
al out roots.” With just those eight 
words from Confucius, GB Tran 
went to Vietnam. 

The comic book artist was, to follow 
the simile, a rootless tree; he had never 
been to the birthplace of his parents, never 
expressed interest in their history before 
coming to America. But that changed af- 
ter he discovered the quote — which his 
parents had inscribed in the front cover 
of a book about the Vietnam War — as 
he moved into his Williamsburg apart- 
ment about 10 years ago. 

Tran knew that his parents had es- 
caped their homeland in the final hours 
of the fall of Saigon, but Tran soon re- 
alized that his family history was a lot 
more complex, including a grandfather 
who had abandoned his family to fight 
for the Viet Cong; a grandmother who 
had an affair with a French soldier; and 
parents that took one of the last planes 
out of the country. 

It’s all heavy stuff, which Tran han- 
dles remarkably in “Vietnamerica,” out 
this month. Tran does more than simply | 
explore his heritage, but he acknowledges | 
his evolving relationship with it — from 8 
avoiding it, to confronting it, to finally J 
embracing it. ~ 

Creating “Vietnamerica” was ajoumey £ 
in and of itself. In the two years it took 
him to write, pencil and ink the book, he 
hit upon myriad ways to tell the story.

Loft Law, which extends pro- 
tection to residents in ille- 
gally converted buildings as 
long as they can prove their 
residency for 12 consecutive 
months. 

And this week. Assem- 
blyman Vito Lopez (D- 
Williamsburg) is introduc- 
ing legislation that would give 


• • 

tenants protection against 
harassment tactics such as 
shutting off water and heat 
changing locks while their 
application is being consid- 
ered by the Loft Board. 

Afterthe law was extended 
last year, critics predicted that 
landlords would retaliate by 
either harassing tenants or by 
taking advantage of aprovision 


in the law that allows them to 
claim that the building has in- 
dustrial uses that are danger- 
ous to residents. 

“If [this loophole is] so 
broad that it wipes out half 
the buildings covered, that’s 
not realizing the intention of 
the law, which is to protect 
residential tenants,” said loft 
attorney David Frazier, who 
represents the tenants. 

Opdyke is concerned be- 
cause a woodworking shop 
and a photography lab are 


operating on the first floor, 
even though they have a sep- 
arate entrance. 

Gora-Friedman, who pur- 
chased the building in 2005 
for $ 12 million, could not be 
reached for comment. She 
is moving forward with an 
expensive renovation, fil- 
ing permits in November 
to install solar panels and 
a new elevator bulkhead on 
the roof. She recently sent a 
letter threatening tenants to 
remove plumbing work and 


partition walls that had been 
installed in the past. 

“It’s not the first time there 
has been some tension since 
the loft law passed. 

In Bushwick, the owner 
of a two-story factory on 
Jefferson Street allegedly 
poured cement in her ten- 
ants’ showers and restarted 
a defunct belt factory on the 
first floor in an attempt to 
prove that the building has 
hazardous usage.

ner of Jerome Avenue and 
E. 17th Street in 1974, four 
years after the coach’s un- 
timely death at age 57, to 
link the one-time fishing vil- 
lage to its native son. Lom- 
bardi’s reach in the borough 
later extended to St. Fran- 
cis Preparatory, then in Wil- 
liamsburg, where he played 
his high school ball. He went 


on to achieve lasting fame as 
the coach of the Green Bay 
Packers dynasty in the 1960s, 
which won five NFL champi- 
onships and two Super Bowls 
— and gave Green Bay the 
nickname “Titletown.” 

Yet with the Packers gear- 
ing up for the Super Bowl 
on Feb. 6, no one seemed to 
care that a traffic triangle in 
Southern Brooklyn provided 
a blast from the past, linking 


legendary moments such as 
the Ice Bowl of 1967 to next 
week’s big game. 

“It’s a shame it’s on the 
floor,” said John Russo, 50, 
of Staten Island who grew 
up in Sheepshead Bay. “No 
one can see it.” 

Lynn Stewart, 61, agrees 
that the placement is the is- 
sue: “People never look 
down,” she said. 

Stewart is a big a fan of 
Lombardi — and regularly 
visits the Vince Lombardi 
rest stop on the New Jersey 
Turnpike — yet she admit- 


ted that she had never even 
seen the tribute right in her 
neighborhood. 

It didn’t have to be that 
way, of course. The origi- 
nal design for the memorial 
called for a corresponding 
street sign at the triangle, ac- 
cording to Lou Powsner, 90, 
a Bensonhurst-Sheepshead 
Bay legend who was present 
at the 1974 unveiling. 

The street sign was never 
installed, but now residents, 
perhaps living up to Vince 
Lombardi’s constant demand 
for victory at all costs, are 


resurrecting the idea. 

“A street sign would bring 
attention to the plaque,” said 
Steve Barrison, president of the 
Bay Improvement Group. 

“It’s a plus for the neigh- 
borhood and for tourism,” he 
added. “It says, ‘Yes, the Jets 
lost, but we still have Vince 
Lombardi Square.’ ” 

Point of information: the 
square is actually not named 
for Lombardi, but for World 
War I veteran and former

Underhill Avenue building 
— and are now focusing 
on blocking the city push 
to bring in Brooklyn East 
Collegiate Charter School 
from Crown Heights. 

The parents claim that 
the PS 9 building is over- 
crowded — and, besides, if 
a new school is coming in, PS 
9 administrators should run 
it to avoid infighting. 


“If their plan includes a 
new school, our principal 
should be in charge of the 
curriculum instead of both 
schools competing for space,” 
PS 9 parent Natalie Neva- 
res said at a rally on Monday 
night at the school. 

Parents from the charter 
school and PS 9 packed the 
school’s auditorium for a De- 
partment of Education hear- 
ing on the merger. Brook- 


lyn East Collegiate, which 
opened last year as only a 
fifth grade program, is look- 
ing for a new home because 
its current space is temporary 
and it will now operate with 
two grade levels. 

MS 571 is on the chopping 
blockbecauseits students have 
scored in the bottom 10 per- 
cent onmath tests, and the bot- 
tom two percent on English 
tests in recent years. 

The school earned a D 
grade on its city progress 
report last year, which gave 
it F grades in categories in- 


cluding student performance, 
progress and overall “school 
environment.” 

Opponents of the closure 
complain that the city hasn’t 
funneled enough resources 
to the middle school, but sta- 
tistics show otherwise. The 
city spends $ 18,907 per stu- 
dent at MS 571 each year, 
which is more than $4,000 
more than it spends on av- 
erage city wide, according to 
expenditure reports. 

The Panel for Educa- 
tional Policy will vote at

Tiger Mom vs. Ostrich Dad 



By Scott Sager 


H ave you heard about 
the Tiger Mother? 
She makes me feel 
like Ostrich Dad — scared 
and with my head in the 

Amy Chua is an Amer- 
ican-born daughter of de- 
manding, unyielding, Chi- 
nese, immigrant parents 
who is raising her kids in 
the same demanding, un- 
yielding fashion. 

Naturally, she has a mem- 
oir about it — “Battle Hymn 
of the Tiger Mother” — and 
an excerpt ran in the Wall 
Street Journal under the 
headline, “Why Chinese 
Mothers Are Superior.” 
Needless to say, it pro- 
voked a good deal of dis- 
cussion — most of it neg- 

And why not? Chua dis- 
cusses how unwavering she 
was in her push to create aca- 
demically and artistically ex- 
cellent children, raising them 
in the manner that cowboys 
will domesticate a wild, un- 
ruly mustang. 

She calls this the “Chi- 
nese” parenting style, as com- 
pared to the “Western” ap- 
proach practiced by parents 
who “seem extremely anx- 
ious about their children’s self 
esteem,” who blame schools 
and teachers, rather than their 
own kids, for poor perfor- 
mance, and “who seem per- 
fectly content to let their chil- 
dren turn out badly.” 

As you might imag- 
ine, “Western” parents are 


Me, I’m just 
scared by the 
certainty with 
which Chua 
moldedherkids. 

On a good day, I 
think I’m doing 
OK as a parent. 

I’m involved, ac- 
tive in my daughters’ lives. 
I set rules and, mostly, en- 
force them. 

Other days, though. I’m 
filled with self-doubt, often 
when confronted with parents 
who seem more lenient, more 
successful, more hip. 

You know, parents whose 
kids still talk to them. 

Maybe I should be more 
like them. I’m susceptible to 
my kids’ lament, “EVERY- 
ONE ELSE is allowed to .. . 
fill in the blank” (the latest 
are “go to parties in Man- 
hattan at 3 am,” “walk home 
barefoot at sunrise,” “sneak 
into 21-and-over clubs to hear 
a hot band,” etc). 

But Chua stirs up the fear 
that I have let my daughters 
down, that I don’t push them 
hard enough, that I’m rais- 
ing kids who won’t achieve 
their potential. Her convic- 
tion, her faith and belief in 
the way she raises her chil- 
dren preys upon my uncer- 
tainty and doubts. How can 
I know what is best for my 
girls? How is it possible for 
any parent to really recog- 
nize, at each moment, what 
the right choice is for their 
child? Yet she seems to. 

The greatest fear is that 
my kids will have to com- 


pete with kids like hers — 
well trained, disciplined, pro- 
grammed children who have 
a leg up for college place- 
ments, jobs, recognition, pro- 
motion, the presidency. 

What chance do my 
daughters have in the real 
world when they can’t seem 
to fold their clothes or get 
themselves out of bed? 

What if Chua is right? What 
if I really have put my head 
in the sand and hid from the 
real work of parenting? Chua 
forces her girls to practice their 
instruments hours each day, 
restricts them from friends so 
they stay focused on school 
work and extra drills, bars 
them from e-mail, texting and 
TV. She is ready to battle her 
girls at any moment because 
she knows she is right. 

I’m such a wimpy parent. 
I couldn’t even stick with a 
No-TV-On-School-Nights 
policy. 

I’m intimidatedby Chua’s 
arrogant self-certainty, but 
her parenting reeks of tun- 
nel vision and near-sighted- 
ness, loving and rewarding 
her children only for grades 
and recitals, rather than sim- 
ply because they are her chil- 
dren. She teaches them they 
are the merely the collected 



entries on future resumes 
rather than creative, flexi- 
ble, loving human beings; 
that relationships are emo- 
tional and complex, not sim- 
ple transactions. 

Perhaps it is Chua who has 
her head in the sand, hiding 
from the fact that no mat- 
ter how many A’s your kids 
bring home or how many con- 
certs they perform, you can 
never control the adults your 
daughters will be. 

I teach my kids some val- 
ues they will hopefully use 
when they’ve moved out of 
my house, like make choices 
andstickwiththem: Youwant 
to play soccer? You’re in for 
a whole season, even if you 
hate the coach and your uni- 
form is the wrong size. 

And face the consequences 
of your actions: Start your 
homework late, you’ll have to 
stayup to finish, and still drag 
your exhausted butt to school 


on time in the morning. 

Chua has the same goals, 
but does the work for her 
girls. By abusing them un- 
til they’ve achieved excel- 
lence, she fails to teach them 
how to motivate themselves. 
Everyone works harder when 
faced with a loaded gun or 
an angry mother. 

Childhood is a time to try, 
and fail sometimes. To find 
out that not everything is easy 
or fun (but some things are) ; 
to begin figuring out what 
YOUR choices will be, not 
your mother’s. 

My daughters fail some- 
times, and I stand by with 
Band-Aids when they pick 
themselves up. Broken toes, 
broken curfews, failed ex- 
ams, I get frustrated, but love 
them no matter what. 

Ostriches can be fierce 
and cuddly. 

That’s me. Ostrich Dad in 
a Tiger Mom world.
